T o The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  King’s  Lynn. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration the  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1959. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good.  Measles  was 
the  only  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  present  in  epidemic  form 
during  the  year.  Influenza  (now  it  seems  a regular  winter  visitor) 
carried  on  from  the  last  quarter  of  1958  until  March. 

When  the  Council  sent  their  Clearance  Proposals  to  the 
Ministry  in  July,  1955,  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  600  houses 
that  were  unfit  for  habitation,  and  ready  for  demolition,  by  Clear- 
ance Schemes  or  Demolition  Orders,  or  closing  by  Closing  Orders. 
It  was  thought  that  this  would  be  a seven  years’  job,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  500  or  more  of  these  600  houses  would  be  dealt  with 
by  the  end  of  1960. 

By  the  end  of  1959  the  Ministry  had  confirmed  Clearance 
Schemes  containing  337  houses,  and  another  157  houses  had  been 
made  subject  of  Closing  Orders. 

It  has  been  increasingly  evident  since  1955  that  there  are  many 
more  than  600  houses  requiring  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957. 

On  30th  December,  1959,  the  Council  decided  to  appoint  an 
extra  Public  Health  Inspector  in  1960,  so  that  steadier  progress 
could  be  made  with  work  under  the  Housing  Act;  and  help  meet 
the  increased  demands  made  on  the  time  of  its  Public  Health 
Department.

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Births  exceeded  deaths  by  131,  and  were  one  more  than  the 
number  last  year  (470). 

244  deaths  (71  per  cent,  of  the  total)  were  in  the  65  years  and 
over  group,  61  (18  per  cent.)  in  the  group  45-64  years.  The  re- 
maining 1 1 per  cent,  was  made  up  of  12  deaths  from  15  to  44  years, 
5 from  1 to  14  years,  and  the  deaths  of  15  infants  under  the  age  of 
1 year.  10  of  the  infants  were  less  than  4 weeks’  old. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  155  deaths 
(45.6  per  cent.).  137  were  from  65  years  upwards,  and  17  between 
45  and  64. 

Various  forms  of  Malignancy  (Cancers,  etc.)  caused  63  deaths 
(18.5  per  cent,  of  the  total). 

There  were  14  cases  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  13  males  and  1 
female.  The  ages  of  the  male  cases  were:  46,  48,  56,  58,  58,  61,  61  „ 
63,  64,  65,  65,  71  and  75.  The  female  case  was  80  years  old. 

Respiratory  Diseases  (Pneumonias,  Bronchitis)  were  responsible 
for  49  deaths  (14.4  per  cent.). 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  the  deaths  of  3 male  adults. 

Sporadic  Cerebrospinal  Fever  was  fatal  for  three  infants..

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Four  hundred  and  ninety  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
were  reported  compared  with  ninety-nine  in  1958. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  began  in  February.  It  was  at  its 
height  with  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  cases,  in  May  and  June, 
then  declined  till  it  ended  in  July. 

There  was  a good  deal  of  Pneumonia  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  (forty-six  out  of  the  year’s  total  of  fifty- three) . This  with 
the  Pneumonias  notified  in  November  and  December  of  the  pre- 
vious year  was  coincident  with  the  Influenza  visitation  that  lasted 
from  November,  1959,  till  March,  1960. 

44  Influenzal  Pneumonia  ” was  specifically  mentioned  in  ten 
of  the  reported  cases  of  Pneumonia. 

There  was  a Food  Poisoning  incident  in  April  (seven  cases 
being  reported).  The  cause  was  traced  to  processed  meat  (pressed 
beef). 

There  were  three  (fatal)  cases  of  Meningococcal  (Cerebro- 
spinal fever)  Infection  in  Infants. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  registered. 
Three  were  detected  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during  its 
visit  to  the  district  between  27th  April  and  3rd  June. 

Two  of  the  cases  were  contacts  of  previous  Family  infections.

The  Primary  Vaccination  of  infants  showed  an  improvement 
over  the  previous  year,  166  against  140,  but  still  falls  short  of  what 
could  be  done,  e.g.,  202  in  1957,  if  there  was  a general  awareness 
among  parents  of  their  duty  towards  their  children.

HOUSING 

I am  obliged  to  Miss  M.  L.  Keith,  Housing  Manager,  for  the 
following  Report: — 

Little  re-housing  on  new  estates  has  been  done  this  year,  only 
six  1-bedroomed  bungalows  in  Wisbech  Road  being  completed, 
and  four  2-bedroomed  houses  in  the  same  area.  Seventy-seven 
vacancies  occurred  on  existing  estates  and  these  were  used  for 
relieving  overcrowding  from  other  Council  houses,  by  which  means 
seventy-two  transfers  were  effected,  for  re-housing  families  from  unfit 
dwellings,  or  for  the  applicants  on  the  waiting-list. 

A great  deal  of  visiting  has  been  done  throughout  the  year,  of 
families  living  in  clearance  areas,  particularly  in  Hillington  Square, 
and  adjacent  Streets,  where  the  occupants  will  be  removed  to  the 
Highgate  Estate  when  the  development  is  ready.  It  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  families,  and  to  the  officials  of  the  housing  depart- 
ment, to  be  able  to  make  contact  well  in  advance  of  re-housing, 
so  that  most  problems  can  be  smoothed  out  before  the  move  takes 
place. 

There  is  still  a very  great  need  for  dwellings  of  bungalow  or 
ground-floor  flat  type  for  old  people,  and  the  particular  waiting-list 
of  applicants  for  this  category  of  dwelling  grows  longer  and  longer. 
Re-housing  of  the  elderly  is  a very  great  problem  and  there  seems 
no  simple  solution.  It  is  very  evident  that  most  enjoy  the  bungalow 
type  dwelling  more  than  the  flat,  but,  for  the  very  frail,  old,  single 
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person,  a bungalow  does  not  provide  all  the  answers,  and  accom- 
modation with  neighbours  at  hand,  or  a warden  nearby  seems 
essential. 

More  variety  in  building  is  called  for,  so  that  there  is  available 
for  letting  the  type  of  dwelling  suited  to  the  needs  of  all  sorts  of 
families  — those  with  young  children  needing  large  gardens,  and 
plenty  of  space  in  the  living-rooms,  those  with  crippled  members 
who  require  perhaps  ground-floor  living,  but  with  adequate  bed- 
room space  for  children  of  different  sexes.  For  the  young  married 
couples  who  may  not  wish,  or  be  able  to  furnish  more  than  two 
rooms  as  a start,  for  old  couples,  and  single  old  people,  and  for 
bachelors  and  single  women. 

The  Housing  Committee  has  a full  programme  for  Slum 
Clearance  for  next  year,  with  the  clearance  and  re-development 
of  Hillington  Square,  and  the  final  clearance  and  re-development 
of  the  Tarran  site  at  North  Lynn,  as  well  as  plans  for  two-bedroomed 
bungalows  at  Gaywood.

MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Complaints  about  “ fumes  ” from  the  West  Norfolk  Fertiliser 
Company’s  premises  were  made  in  November  and  December. 
These  were  referred  to  the  Company  and  the  Inspector  of  Alkali, 
etc.,  Works  for  attention. 

The  following  Table  gives  measurements  of  the  amounts  of 
Sulphur  Dioxide  taken  from  the  air  expressed  as  milligrams  of 
Sulphur  Trioxide  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of  Standard 
Lead  Peroxide  exposed  in  Standard  apparatus.  The  estimates 
were  made  monthly  by  the  Public  Analyst  (Dr.  S.  Greenburgh, 
Ph.D.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  Cambridge).

The  figures  for  the  Saddlebow  Road  gauge  were  appreciably 
higher  for  all  months  compared  with  the  previous  year,  excepting 
January,  April,  July,  and  August  (when  they  were  lower).  The 
monthly  average  for  this  station  was  3.184  against  1.334  in  1959. 
No  complaints  about  fumes  was  received  from  the  vicinity  of  this 
gauge,  i.e.,  from  the  neighbourhood  South  of  the  Works.  The 
complaints  came  from  the  area  North  of  the  Works  where  the 
monthly  average  of  the  “ local  station  55  (Atbara  Terrace)  was 
0.989  compared  with  1.38  the  year  before.  Complaints  about 
fumes  generally  seem  to  have  a direct  relation  with  weather  con- 
ditions, high  humidity  and  fitful  slight  winds,  causing  a rolling 
down  of  vapour. 

2.  National  Assistance  Act , 1948  (. Amendment  Act , 1951). 

(a)  An  aged  man  (77)  was  removed  to  Hospital  on  12th 
January,  1959,  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act, 
1951,  as  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  He  died  in  hospital  on 
20th  January,  1959,  from  Uraemia. 

(b)  An  aged  woman  (90)  living  alone,  who  had  fallen  and 
sustained  a fracture,  had  also  to  be  removed  to  Hospital  on  31st 
December,  1959,  for  care  and  attention. 

3.  Lead  Poisoning. 

A man  engaged  in  the  demolition  of  the  Railway  Bridge  over 
the  Ouse  was  reported  to  have  the  symptoms  of  Lead  Poisoning,  the 
diagnosis  being  supported  by  Laboratory  findings.  Inspection  of 
the  work  was  carried  out  to  ensure  that  precautions  against  this 
risk  were  established,  and  would  be  maintained. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Borough  Engineer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information  concerning  the  Town’s  Water  Supply,  Sewerage,  and 
Disposal  of  Refuse  Services : — 

Water  Supply. 

1 . The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year. 

A continuous  and  regular  sampling  of  water  has  been  under- 
taken from  consumers’  taps  in  the  town,  of  water  before  chlorination 
at  the  Gayton  and  Hillington  Works,  and  filtered  water  which  is 
returned  to  the  pump  bearings  at  the  Gayton  Works.  Altogether 
326  samples  were  taken  and  forwarded  for  analysis.  Of  these 
samples  3 1 7 gave  negative  results,  and  can  be  regarded  as  entirely 
satisfactory.  9 samples,  however,  showed  signs  of  bacterial  pollu- 
tion to  a degree,  and  unfortunately  8 of  these  samples  were  collected 
at  the  Gayton  Works. 

The  unsatisfactory  drainage  arrangements  of  the  County 
Council’s  Home  at  Eastgate  House,  Gayton,  which  has  been  com- 
mented on  in  previous  years,  has  still  not  been  dealt  with  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Corporation  as  the  Water  Supply  Authority. 

2.  The  waste  detection  service  has  continued  during  the  year 
with  some  interruption,  when  for  a period  the  Corporation  were 
without  a Waste  Water  Inspector.  The  steady  reduction  which 
was  noted  in  1957  and  1958  was  not  maintained  in  1959,  because 
lack  of  staff  after  June  prevented  the  proper  amount  of  attention 
being  given  to  this  work. 

3.  The  total  consumption  of  water  for  1959  showed  an  overall 
increase  of  22.89%.  For  purely  domestic  purposes  consumption 
showed  an  increase  of  11.37%  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Much  of  this  increase  it  is  felt  can  be  attributed  to  the  unusually 
fine  summer  which  resulted  in  more  water  being  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  particularly  for  the  watering  of  gardens. 

The  industrial  consumption  showed  an  increase  of  36.76% 
due  principally  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Soup  Canning  Factory. 

Supplies  afforded  in  bulk  to  the  Wisbech  Water  Board  and 
the  Freebridge  Lynn  Rural  District  Council  also  showed  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  39.25%  in  each  case. 

4.  No  economy  appeals  were  necessary  during  the  year. 

5.  New  distribution  mains  were  laid  to  supply  new  Housing 
developments  at  South  Wootton  Lane  and  St.  Peter’s  Close,  West 
Lynn,  and  supplies  were  given  to  155  additional  properties  during 
the  year. 
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Sewerage. 

1.  The  sewerage  system  has  functioned  satisfactorily  during 

the  year.  . 

2.  During  the  year  the  new  Pumping  Station  and  rising  main 
designed  to  deal  with  a total  of  1 million  gallons  of  effluent  per 
day  from  the  new  Factory  Premises  of  Messrs.  Campbell’s  Soups 
Ltd.,  was  brought  into  operation,  discharging  into  the  tidal  section 
of  the  River  Nar. 

3.  Extensions  to  the  sewerage  system  in  the  town  have  been 
made  at  St.  Peter’s  Close,  West  Lynn,  and  elsewhere,  to  deal  with 
new  Housing  Estates. 

Public  Cleansing. 

There  is  no  material  change  to  record  in  this  section  of  the 
Corporation’s  work.  Propaganda  has  continued  to  keep  the  town 
free  from  litter,  and  new  litter  baskets  are  provided  as  and  when 
the  occasion  occurs. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Controlled  tipping  which  was  taking  place  at  Oakes  Field  on 
Hardwick  Road  was  discontinued  during  June.  The  Corporation 
opened  there  new  tip  at  the  east  end  of  Salter’s  Road  and  tipping 
has  continued  on  this  site. 

No  complaints  of  nuisance  have  been  received  during  the 
year. 

Swimming  Bath. 

The  King’s  Lynn  Borough  Council’s  Open-Air  Swimming 
Bath  has  a capacity  of  100,000  gallons  of  water  and  the  dimensions 
being  100  ft.  x 30  ft.  The  changing  facilities  include  25  cubicles 
for  men  and  25  cubicles  for  women.  The  water  is  taken  from  the 
Corporation  mains,  and  is  changed  completely  every  five  weeks 
and  by  filtration  approximately  once  in  every  8 hours.  The 
normal  rate  of  chlorination  is  Residual  approximately  .25  parts 
per  million. 

Samples  of  bath  water  are  taken  at  regular  intervals,  and  the 
results  of  bacteriological  examinations  in  all  cases  were  “ Coliform 
organisms  absent  in  20  mis.  Number  of  Micro-organisms  de- 
veloping at  37°C  — • Nil.  Number  of  Micro-organisms  devloping 
at  21°C  — Nil.”

Medical  Inspection  of  Aliens  ( Applicable  only  to  Ports  Approved  for 
the  Landing  of  Aliens.) 

The  Port  is  not  a Port  that  is  approved  for  the  landing  of 
Aliens. 


Section  XVI. 

Miscellaneous. 

Burial  Arrangements.  The  interment  of  the  dead  is  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948. 

In  the  case  of  a death  on  board  ship  from  infectious  disease, 
burial  arrangements  would  be  those  detailed  by  the  Medical 
Officer.
